NEW YORK The stock market took another 
nosedive Wednesday as the American bank- 
ing system appeared even shakier and inves- 
tors worried that the financial crisis is spin- 
ning so far out of control that even govern- 
ment rescues can’t stop it. 

The Dow Jones industrial average, which 
only two days earlier had suffered its steepest 
drop since the days after the Sept, n attacks, 
lost another 450 points. About $700 billion 
in investments vanished. 

One day after the Federal Reserve stepped 
in with an emergency loan to keep American 
International Group, one of the world’s larg- 
est insurers, from going under, Wall Street 
wondered which companies might be the 
next to falter. 

A major investor in ailing Washington 
Mutual removed a potential obstacle to a 
sale of the bank, and stock in two investment 
banks, Morgan Stanley and Goldman Sachs, 
was pummeled. 

It was the fourth consecutive day of turmoil 
for the American financial system, beginning 
with news on Sunday that another venerable 
investment house, Lehman Brothers, would 
be forced to file for bankruptcy 

The 4 percent drop Wednesday in the Dow 
reflected the stock market’s first chance to 
digest the Fed’s decision to issue an $85 bil- 
lion taxpayer loan to AIG, which it could 
convert into a majority stake in the company

Recycle in the city 


Don’t have a blue bln? You can recycle— but It’s not easy

Chicago’s recycling options can set a person’s head spinning. 
There are different programs for different structures, differ- 
ent materials and different parts of town. 

In May, the city announced it would expand the blue cart 
program to the entire city, pledging that by 2011 every house- 
hold with city garbage service would have a separate blue bin 
for recyclables that would be picked up by separate trucks and 
taken directly to a recycling center. 

Many green-minded residents breathed a sigh of relief. 
Gone would be the days of the blue bag system, condemned 
as inconvenient and environmentally ineffective because the 
bags are mixed with regular garbage, and additionally marred 
by revelations that the city was exaggerating its recycling 
numbers and sending some blue bags directly to landfills. 

“We’re thrilled with the switch to the blue cart system,” 
said Julie Dick, president of the Chicago Recycling Coalition. 
“Obviously there’s a lot more work to do with Chicago’s recycling 
program, but things are really moving in the right direction.” 


Still, shortcomings continue to plague recycling efforts. 

The city collects garbage from only single-family homes and 
residential buildings with four units or less (plus city-owned 
buildings like schools). Those are the only buildings that will 
get blue cart service, and they represent only about a third of 
the city’s waste stream. 

The majority of the city’s waste comes from larger apart- 
ment and condo buildings, office buildings and commercial 
establishments, which have private garbage haulers. City law 
requires that all of those establishments arrange for recycling 
services, but not all do— including many bars, which throw 
out mountains of bottles nightly 

Cheryl Morelli, 27, rents in a 60 -unit Buena Park apartment 
building she says doesn’t offer recycling (management says resi- 
dents can use blue bags). Every two weeks, Morelli drives 15 min- 
utes to the city’s recycling drop-off site at 6441 N. Ravenswood 
Ave. to dispose of her recyclables. It’s a pain, she said. 

“I’d probably recycle a lot more if it was offered in my build- 
ing,” Morelli said after tossing some bottles, cardboard and 
paper into the Ravenswood bin. 


Some people are skeptical that even buildings that claim to 
offer recycling are doing so properly 

Mike McNamee, director of recycling collections at the 
nonprofit Resource Center, which operates four drop-off sites 
and collects recyclables from buildings and business through- 
out the city, worries that there’s not enough city oversight to 
ensure waste haulers that collect recyclables are actually tak- 
ing them to be recycled. 

‘Are they doing what they say they’re doing?” McNamee 
said. 

To Rocky Russell, a 36 -year-old artist who said he has 
worked at several bars that don’t recycle, individuals are more 
to blame for poor recycling habits than the city 

Once a week, Russell, who lives just outside a blue cart area 
in Lincoln Park, walks 20 minutes from his home to a recycling 
drop-off site run by the Resource Center at 2600 N. Lincoln 
Ave. On a recent afternoon, he was carrying several paper bags 
brimming with beer and wine bottles, newspapers and frozen 
pizza cartons he’d accumulated to toss into the bins. 

“I don’t think it’s about the city having a better system,” 
Russell said. “I think it’s about people. There’s not that many 
people who give a {bleep}.

Who will be getting blue carts? 

By 20ii, all of the city’s 600,000 single-family homes and 
residences with up to four units will have blue carts, according 
to the Department of Streets and Sanitation. The city has 
been gradually expanding blue cart service since the pilot 
program began in the 19th Ward in 2005, and it will continue 
to expand it in phases. There are currently 134,000 blue cart 
households, and by the end of this year there will be 176,000, 
said Streets and Sanitation spokesman Matt Smith. 

The areas that have blue carts are Wards 1, 5, 8, 19 and 37, plus 
a section on the Northeast side of the city and another section 
on the Southwest side. Find out if your area is scheduled to begin 
blue cart service this year by checldng out chicagorecycles.org. 
Phases beyond this year have not been announced. 

How often do they empty the blue carts and the bins at the city’s 
drop-off sites? 

A city recycling truck empties the blue carts every other 
week, separately from trash (which continues to get picked up 
every week). Visit chicagorecycles.org for a schedule for your 
neighborhood. For residents with curbside pickup, recycling 
pickup occurs the same day as trash collection. For alley 
customers, it could be any day of the week. 

Collections at the drop-off sites vary depending on how 
heavily the bins are used, but all are monitored for overflow 
issues, Smith said. At the Ravenswood drop-off site, one of the 
more popular spots, city recycling trucks collect materials twice 
per week (Mondays and Fridays), a worker at the site said. 

All materials from the blue carts and from the city’s drop-off 
sites go to Resource Management Center, the city’s recycling 
contractor in Chicago Ridge. 

How do I recycle if I live in an apartment or condo building with 
more than four units? 

Under a city law in effect since 1995, your landlord, property 
owner or condo association is required to provide an effective 
recycling program. That means your building must collect 
three types of recyclables (or two if management finds two 
other ways to reduce waste), have a written recycling plan and 
an education program informing tenants of the program, such 
as pamphlets or posted signs. 

The law applies to residential, commercial and office 
buildings, and many don’t comply The city has conducted 446 
inspections so far this year, including initial inspections and 
follow-ups, and about one-third of inspected establishments 
were found not to have a recycling program, Smith said. 

Owners are given a chance to comply before the follow-up 
inspection, and most do, Smith said. Those that don’t can be 
fined $25 to $100. 

Buildings are allowed to use the blue bag program to com- 
ply with the law, but it’s preferable to contract for separate sin- 
gle-stream recycling bins, much like the blue carts, to ensure 
the materials are sorted out, said Josh Connell, owner of the 
private garbage hauling company Lakeshore Waste. 

Lake shore, which serves mostly residential buildings, 
provides recycling to about 25 percent of its clients, up from 
just five percent last year, Connell said. Interest in adding 
recycling services exploded this year, Connell said, thanks to a 


rise in environmental awareness. Some of the calls he gets are 
from tenants trying to get their landlords to add recycling. 

Cost of recycling varies depending on the size of the build- 
ing and the neighborhood, Connell said. Larger buildings can 
save money when they recycle because they can reduce their 
garbage pickup service. Smaller residential buildings tend to 
be the ones that don’t recycle because they can’t offset the 
cost as easily, Connell said. 

What do I do with yard waste? 

Put it in a paper bag and set it out next to your recycling cart. 


It gets picked up by a separate yard waste truck, once a week, 
from April through November. 

Are the blue bags now useless? 

Not completely While the city is no longer paying the blue 
bag operator to run the mechanical sorting equipment, the 
operator is still under contract to manually pull out the blue 
bags and send their contents to be recycled, Smith said. So 
residents who do not yet have blue carts can continue to use 
blue bags. The sorting might just be less effective than before.

What about bars and restaurants? 

Under the same 1995 law that affects mult- 
unit residential buildings, all bars and 
restaurants are required to recycle. They can 
recycle one type of item if it constitutes more 
than half of the waste stream. Same goes for 
all commercial and office buildings. 

RedEye contacted a dozen bars around the 
city to see if they complied with the law Four 
of them said they did recycle, and eight said 
they didn’t, either because of the added cost 
or space constraints in the back alley Most 
bars contacted said they had no idea the law 
existed. 

“We can help steer those businesses, but 
we also have to pick our fights,” Smith said. 
“You can’t establish a police force especially 
for recycling.” 

Some restaurants make an effort to 
recycle. 

Every week, Frontera Grill andTopolobampo 
together recycle 245 gallons of glass and 
compost two tons of organic waste, plus they 
recycle paper and cardboard, said restaurant 
spokesman Andrew McCaughan. They pay the 
nonprofit Resource Center $1,018 per month 
to conduct their recycling and composting, he 
said. They also recycle 735 pounds of vegetable 
oil per week that is used to make biodiesel. 

How do I make sure I don’t contaminate the 
recycling stream? 

Five percent to 9 percent of all materials 
received at Resource Management Center 
aren’t supposed to be in the recycling stream, 
said vice president Greg Maxwell. People 
mistakenly put plastic toys, hangers or 
swimming pool liners in the recycling bin, 
thinking they can be recycled, he said. 

Read the list of accepted materials carefully 
on the side of the recycling bins or online 
at chicagorecycles.org, and be careful with 
products made of several materials, Maxwell 
said. For example, notebook paper can be 
recycled, but the spiral on the notebook must 
be removed. 

Empty all containers before putting them 
in the recycling bin, and rinse them out if 
they’re dirty Don’t worry about bottle caps 
or labels; you can leave them on. 

What should I do with plastic bags? 

The city doesn’t recycle plastic bags or plastic 
wrap (such as the plastic wrapping on paper 
towel rolls or newspaper sleeves). 

But plastic bags can be recycled as long 
as they’re clean, dry and not pigmented 
black. Various retailers take back plastic 
bags, including Jewel and Meijer, and the 
City Council in May approved an ordinance 
requiring certain retail stores to establish 
in-store recycling programs for plastic bags.

As Chicago wages its battle to host the 2016 
Olympics, it also finds itself scrapping over a 
valuable piece of cyberspace: the domain name 

of chicago 2016 .com. 

The bid team along with the U.S. Olympic 
Committee are trying to wrest that online 
address from Stephen Frayne Jr., a 29 -year-old 
MBA student. 

Frayne snagged it back in 2004, about two 
years before the bid was launched. An engi- 
neer who is studying entrepreneurship at 
Northwestern University’s J.L. Kellogg School 
of Management, Frayne in recent years has laid 
claim to 40 online addresses that combine a city 
name and year, including tokyo 2016 .com. 

“We certainly see chicago 2016 .com as the logi- 
cal default domain for our site, and we believe 
having someone else control it is misleading for 
people seeking information about Chicago’s bid,” 
said Patrick Sandusky, a spokesman for Chicago 
2016, a moniker protected by trademark. 

Chicago, which uses chicago 2016 .org as its 
official Web site, is seeking to win control of 
chicago 2016 .com through a complaint filed with 
an international arbitration organization. A deci- 
sion could come as soon as Monday Many Web 
users automatically type dot.com when search- 
ing for sites. 

On Wednesday, Frayne turned to U.S. District 
Court in Chicago, seeking to halt the arbitra- 
tion proceedings and to protect his claim on 

chicago 2016 .com and tokyo 2016 .com. His lawsuit 
against Chicago 2016, the USOC and Domain 
Trade Inc., ajapanese company seeks an unspec- 
ified amount of damages.

A federal judge has ordered the man accused 
of being the “Groucho Bandit” to get psy- 
chiatric treatment after he allegedly robbed 
another bank Friday while out on bail. 

Michael Staadt, 36, appeared at the Dirksen 
U.S. Courthouse on Wednesday at a hearing 
where prosecutors asked Magistrate Judge 
Michael Mason to keep him behind bars. 

Staadt, who allegedly earned the Groucho 
moniker by robbing a series of banks while 


wearing a fake mustache, is accused of rob- 
bing a Clark Street bank Friday after walking 
away from an inpatient mental health center 
where he had been ordered to stay 

“I think he has a very serious mental health 
condition,” said Staadt’s attorney, Thomas 
Anthony Durkin. “He tends to self-medicate 
with alcohol, and when he drinks he blacks 
out and appears to rob banks.” 

Meanwhile, in other bandit news, the FBI 
is asking for the public’s help in finding the 


“Straw Hat Bandit.” 

Investigators 
believe the man (right) 
was responsible for at 
least three robberies 
in June, according to 
an FBI statement. 

In the most recent 
incident, at a New Century Bank branch at

The warning came as Cook 
County Clerk David Orr released 
the rates used to calculate property 
tax bills set to be mailed at the end 
of this month. 

The first payment on the bills is 
due Nov 3. 

It’s impossible to predict how 
much or how little sticker shock is 
on the way for individual homeown- 
ers, the experts say, because there 
are so many variables. Still, some 
regional distinctions can be drawn. 

Chicago 

Chicagoans will face a double wham- 
my Tax bills will be based on home 
values as of Jan. 1, 2006, before the 
lending crisis began battering the 
housing market. At the same time, 
the benefits of the 7 percent cap will 
drop significantly this year for many 
city homeowners. 

Cook County suburbs 
north of North Avenue 

Bill Vaselopulos, a top aide in the 
clerk’s office, noted that tax bills in 
the county’s North and Northwest 
suburbs for the first time will reflect 
new assessment levels determined by 
home values on Jan. 1, 2007. County 
Assessor James Houlihan said that 
date too came before home values 
began to fall. 

Cook County suburbs 
south of North Avenue 

In southern suburbs, assessments 
will remain unchanged, because they 
are being recalculated this year. 

Varying rates 

Though many Chicago homeowners 
will be hit harder this year than last, 
they still face a relatively light prop- 
erty tax burden compared to both 
Cook County suburbs and those in 
the collar counties. 


Cops: Girl apparently sexually assaulted 


A 17-year-old girl was apparently abducted 
and sexually assaulted Tuesday night in Palos 
Heights, police said Wednesday 

About 9 p.m. Tuesday, the girl was working 
by herself at the TJ. Grinders sandwich shop 
when she noticed a white man, about 40 years 
old, looking into the shop and staring at her. 
The girl then text-messaged her friend from 
her cell phone, stating she felt uncomfortable 
and asked her friend to pick her up, police 
said. 

The friend, who lives about five minutes 
away, arrived to the restaurant and noticed 


the girl’s purse and cell phone were on a table 
outside the restaurant. 

“It looked like the contents of the purse 
were spilled, and the chair was knocked over 
as if there was a disturbance,” Palos Heights 
Police Sgt. Chuck Hankus said. 

At about 12:30 a.m., while police were inter- 
viewing the girl’s family at their home, the girl 
walked up the driveway 

“She was partially clothed ... she was roughed 
up pretty good,” according to Palos Heights 
Police Sgt. Tim Holder. Holder said police 
believe the girl was abducted, and based on a 


preliminary interview with her by police, “It 
appears she was most likely sexually assault- 
ed.” 

In terms of the severity of the crimes, 
Holder said, the suburb has “had nothing that 
would even measure up to this.” 

Palos Heights police contacted the FBI, 
which offered to assist with the investigation. 

Holder said authorities were using dogs to 
follow the scent of the girl to figure out where 
she was between the time she was at the sand- 
wich shop and the time she arrived at her 
family’s home.

Nearly 150 arrests 
in immigrant sweep 


Nearly 150 illegal immigrants in the Chicago 
area have been arrested during a four-day sweep 
that ended earlier this week, officials announced 
Wednesday, the same day that immigration 
advocates held a Citizenship Day protest. 

The arrests occurred in northern Indiana, 
Chicago and 26 other Illinois communities, with 
agents targeting immigrants who have failed to leave 
the country after being ordered by a judge to do so, 
said Gail Montenegro, Chicago spokeswoman for 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement. 

Those nabbed in the operation hailed from 26 
different countries, including Mexico, Croatia and 
India, she said. 


GO FIGURE

Attorneys general and advocacy groups 
have long been targeting MillerCoors and 
the nation’s largest brewer, Anheuser- 
Busch, in connection with the making and 
marketing of such drinks. They say these 
drinks are targeting teenagers and young 
drinkers who already are drawn to highly 
caffeinated drinks like Red Bull. 

Last week, the Center for Science in the 
Public Interest said it sued MillerCoors to 
stop the brewer from selling Sparks, saying 
it’s going after teenagers with the drink.

Revelation 8 :io may draw his inspiration from a Bible verse, but don’t 
expect this devout atheist to join a prayer group anytime soon. The South 
Side hip-hop artist— known as Rev for short— enjoys contradictions like 
this and frequently includes them in his lyrics and songwriting. 

The Bible verse speaks of a star falling from the sky and spreading 
across the rivers of the Earth. Rev likes to use 
this as a metaphor for what he envisions with his 
music. 

He discovered his creative roots while writing 
poetry in high school in northwest Indiana. In 
2002, Rev (a.k.a. Kyle Miller) graduated and set 
out for a music career. While music remains his 
first love, it’s safe to say he has taken on other 
endeavors— his business card is in danger of run- 
ning out of room. Rev lists himself as “recording 
artist, actor, studio engineer, producer, graphic/Web designer and film 
writer.” 

He does not have a solo album per se, but that doesn’t mean Rev hasn’t 
been busy He has two different collaborative works out right now. The 
first is a CD with R&B singer Just- In called “Determined,” due next 
month. 

He also has partnered with local rock vocalist Ralph Lauren Holt on 
an EP of rock and hip-hop songs. 

Rev said that he will draw from these experiences when recording his 
first solo album, which he has already titled “Discovering.” 

“I’ve been around music so long that it comes natural now,” Rev says.

The callers are usually nervous, cagey about their iden- 
tities and vague when it comes to facts, but to the 
pornography companies on the other end of the 
telephone, their message is easy to decipher: I 
know of a celebrity sex tape and I want money 
“Not a week goes by that we don’t get at least 
five calls,” said Steven Hirsch, co-chairman of 
^ Vivid Entertainment Group, the country’s 
leading adult film producer. 

Verne Troyer’s summer-long legal battle 
over a sex tape put a spotlight on the market. 
The result has been a surge of inquiries to 
people such as Kevin Blatt, a Web publicist 
who got the title “celebrity sex-tape broker” 
for his involvement in a Paris Hilton video. 

“I’ve had four tapes shopped to me in the 
past two weeks. B-list, C-list stuff,” Blatt 
said. 

Those feeling out the market are often 
former lovers or friends, relatives or room- 
mates. With video camera prices falling 
and the definition of “celebrity” expand- 
ing to accommodate each new reality TV 
show, there seems to be no shortage of 
explicit tapes of recognizable people. 

In the end, however, only a small frac- 
tion of the videos touted in phone calls or 
described in e-mails will ever be screened 
by distributors. A smaller percentage still 
will be boxed and sold to the public. 

Vivid is the established leader in celeb- 
rity sex tapes, having marketed videos of 
Pam Anderson and Tommy Lee, Kim 
Kardashian and, most recently, one pur- 
porting to show Jimi Hendrix with two 
groupies. But in the company’s 24-year 
history, it has put out just nine celebrity 
sex tapes, Hirsch said. 

SugarDVD, the company Troyer 
sued, has yet to buy a celebrity sex tape 
despite dalliances with several sellers. 
The low yield is the result of a number

of factors. Callers often drop off the radar once a com- 
pany suggests a screening. Sometimes sellers exaggerate 
what they have. In other cases, companies decide the 
person in the tape is not famous enough. 

“We’re very picky We definitely pass on a lot,” Hirsch 
said. 

But nothing limits what tapes end up for sale more 
than the law. Federal and state statutes are virtually 
ironclad when it comes to the commercial distribu 
tion of tapes of private sexual encounters. Without 
the express permission of all participants, the sales 
violate rights of privacy and publicity and, in some 
cases, infringe on copyrights. 

“If you don’t have full model releases and docu- 
ments on the movie, you just don’t market it,” said Allan 
Gelbard, an L.A. attorney for adult companies. 

He said the likelihood of a big civil judgment discour- 
ages distributors from moving forward without con- 
sent, no matter how famous the subject. 

“It might end up costing you more than you earn on 
the movie. So what’s the point?” 

The legal need for permissions is frequently news 
to sellers who often believe they own the video 
because they owned the camera or the residence 
where it was shot. 

The public’s confusion maybe based on the legal 
twists and turns in the most infamous sex tapes. 
Hilton, Kardashian and Anderson each filed 
suits to stop release of tapes. Later, they reached 
confidential settlements with distributors that 
allowed the sales. 

Attorneys who have worked on sex- tape 
cases say some people settle because they 
have run out of money for legal fees. Others 
see their video already widely available on 
free sites or file-sharing networks online and 
decide fighting is pointless. 

But many say it is an open secret in the 
industry that some celebrities leak their 
own sex tapes to help their careers. 

According to Gelbard, “There’s a lot of 
semi-covert permissions that are given 
with a wink, wink, nudge, nudge.”

No video? No problem

When Ludacris’ manager wanted to create 
buzz for his client’s upcoming CD, he went 
to YouTube. But instead of releasing a flashy 
video for Ludacris’ “Let’s Stay Together,” 
Chaka Zulu just uploaded the track directly 
to the site with just a picture of the rapper as 
accompaniment. 

“ You actually get to visu- 
alize the music,” Zulus said. 

“Even if it’s not a real video, 
music is emotion. Music has 
a concept and theme.” 

Although YouTube is 
known as the Internet’s 
greatest video warehouse, 
it’s becoming known as the 
place to find new music, no 
video needed. Put in the 
name of your favorite artist, 
and there’s chance that besides an assortment 
of their videos, you’ll find a song with perhaps 
just a picture or a montage of photos to accom- 
pany it— and it still gets thousands of views. 

If anyone wants to hear Akon’s remake 
of Michael Jackson’s “Wanna Be Starting 
Something,” it’s there. Yearning for the new 
Guns N’ Roses track “Shackler’s Revenge” or 
T.I.’s new release “Live Your Life,” featuring 
Rihanna? All it takes is a quick search of their 
name and song title. 

While some of the songs are posted direct- 
ly by an artist’s camp, others are uploaded by 
fans eager to share and discuss new music. 

DJ Sickamore, who was director of A&R at 
Atlantic Records for two years and now has 
his own entertainment management com- 
pany, says YouTube is a simpler way to listen 


to music on the Internet. 

“Other file hosting sites have too many 
steps,” DJ Sickamore said. “If I like a song, 
I can hear it instantly without any problems. 
You definitely have to take advantage of this 
tool.” 

Country star Taylor Swift also has caught 
on. For the November 
release of “Fearless,” Swift, 
along with her label, hopes 
to create a picture or video 
montage for each of the 
CD’s tracks for YouTube. 
So far, she’s enjoyed check- 
ing out the fan-created 
postings of her songs on 
YouTube. 

“It’s like having another 
video,” said Swift, 18. “For 
me, it’s a chance to see 
someone else’s take on my music.” 

It’s easy to see the benefits YouTube offers: 
It gets millions of views per day, according to 
the site. In addition, by posting a song on 
YouTube, it creates excitement in a low-cost 
way 

Still, there are downsides, such as having an 
unreleased track floating on the Web. 

“It’s a double-edged sword for us,” said 
David Bell, director of digital marketing at 
the Zomba Label Group, which includes Jive 
Records, home to Justin Timberlake, Chris 
Brown and Britney Spears. “It’s another chan- 
nel for leaked music. It’s not just peer-to-peer 
sites anymore. All they’re trying to do is show 
their love for the artist, but at the end of the 
day, they’re taking a leaked track, and {it’s] 
just sort of a multiplication of our music.”

Shoes get the boot 
with wearable hybrid

Whether you are school-age or older, there 
is something exciting about fall clothes. 'You 
want to start wearing them this very second. 

In most of the country, though, it’s sim- 
ply too warm to wear that new tweed suit or 
metallic-thread evening coat. But another 
one of the season’s hot trends can tide you 
over: the shoe-boo tie. 

They’ve been around a few years, but this 
year is likely to be the peak in terms of sales, 
said footwear designer Stuart Weitzman. 

“The bootie is the new shoe,” he said. 
“They were not a runway fashion item at first, 
they were street fashion items— and that’s a 
much stronger influence.” 

Shoe-booties are available in open-toe ver- 
sions, ones that look Goth or ones that look 
like oxfords. 

‘Ashoe-bootie has blurred the line between 
shoe and boot,” said Garth Mader, divisional 
merchandise manager for shoes and accesso- 
ries at endless.com, which sells the Nine West 
Cedargrove for $69.99. “It used to be if a shoe 


reached your ankle, you were in a boot and 
anything else was a pump, but this is a new 
category now. It’s hard to describe, but you 
know it when you see it.” 

They are substantial shoes that can take 
a towering heel, whether it’s chunky and 
stacked or a slim stiletto. 

Other than that, though, the shoe-bootie 
is hard to define because there is such vari- 
ety Booties are Weitzman’s second, third 
and fourth best-selling items at retail right 
now, topped only by an over-the-knee rid- 
ing boot— another trend. But with that, he 
explains, women are likely to buy only one pair 
while they’ll fill their closets with booties. 

Booties were largely shoe designers 
responding to a surge in popularity in opaque 
tights and leggings, Weitzman said. Shoes, 
although a favorite of shoppers, are still an 
accessory and usually have to accommodate 
the rest of an outfit. 

“They’re such a practical product, and when 
fashion marries with function, it’ll become 
the biggest seller of the season,” he said.

True. The Royal Clippers’ roughest nights 
were its first and last, cruising the Atlantic 


Ocean, causing several passengers to curse 
their magnetic seasickness bracelets.

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On a budget? Then try a hostel

The tumbling U.S. dollar is forcing a new experience on many 
Americans traveling through Europe: a stay in a youth hos- 
tel. 

With prices as low as $31 in some of Europe’s most expen- 
sive cities— and luxury options such as digital camera char- 
gers for hire— hostels are shedding their image of bedbug- 
ridden dorm rooms and mildewed showers. 

Annie Worth, 21, of Orinda, Calif., said she and her friends 
were used to staying in nice hotels with their parents on vaca- 
tion but chose to stay in no- frills hostels during an 11-country 
backpacking trip through Europe. 

“Especially with the euro being so strong and the U.S. dol- 
lar being so weak, I think a lot of younger people who had 
initially avoided them are staying there because they are hear- 
ing so many great things about them and money is tight,” 
she said. 

Hostel owners also are reporting that they are attracting 
a different type of customer. Alongside young people on 
shoestring budgets, they are also seeing more students from 
wealthier backgrounds and more travelers older than 30. 

Lynn Schouten, manager of the Shelter Jordan in 
Amsterdam, said she is getting more well-heeled students 
and older guests who are used to the finer things in life — and 
are not so keen on 18-bed shared rooms. “It’s not only youth 
filling up the hostel anymore,” she said.

In response to this new demand, her hostel was renovated 
last year to add smaller suites that “are more expensive but 
also provide more privacy and luxury,” she said. 


NOT ALWAYS CHEAP 

Hostels aren’t dirt cheap, with most single beds in dormitory 
rooms costing between $31 and $47 a night and can climb 
as high as $78 for a dorm-room stay in tourist hot spot 
Amsterdam.

Hostels can be booked online through Web sites such as 

hostelworld.com. 



As the line between budget hotel and luxury hostel blurs, 
the hostel holds one trump card. 

“We chose hostels because I think we wanted a more 
authentic backpacking experience,” said Kristy Krsulich, 21, 
of San Bruno, Calif., who traveled across Europe with Worth. 
“For the time we were in Italy, we stayed in budget hotels, 
and by the end of it we were excited to get back to staying in 
larger rooms with more people.” 

The charm of the hostel experience draws many people to 
shun cheap hotels with private bathrooms. 

Instead, they stay in dormitories sleeping up to 20 strang- 
ers, with shared bathrooms where shower sandals are a 
must. 

While there’s always the risk of the occasional bedbug, a 
quick look at reader reviews on sites such as tripadvisor.com 
shows that infestations are not all that common and can be 
found at hotels just as often as they can at hostels.

Wiig in demand

Kristen Wiig isn’t really a liar. She just plays 
one in the movies sometimes. 

One of those times was in “Knocked Up,” 
playing a TV producer clumsily nudging 
Katherine Heigl to lose weight. Another is 
in “Ghost Town,” opening Friday, in which 
she plays a tan-obsessed doctor who doesn’t 
really want to tell Ricky Gervais that he, er, 
died during a routine colonoscopy 

Both are small, scene-stealing roles of the 
sort that lead to bigger things down the line. 

“Those two characters are very similar in 
the way that they’re not likable. Neither one 
of them is honest,” Wiig said. “I might be get- 
ting typecast as that person, unfortunately 
Which is so funny, because I can’t tell a lie in 
real life.” 

There’s little chance Wiig will be typecast 
as anything, mainly because her high-profile 
gig on “Saturday Night Live” sees her spin- 
ning through characters on a regular basis. 
On this past week’s season-opener, Wiig first 
appeared as a daffy home-schooling creation- 
ist mom, then came back minutes later as an 
awkward, obnoxious teenager. 

Over her four seasons on the show, Wiig also 
has turned in hilarious impersonations of Drew 
Barrymore, Jessica Simpson, Nancy Pelosi and 
a yogurt-happy Jamie Lee Curtis. But like most 
performers, she still wants to do more. 

“I love my job on ‘SNL,’ I love comedy I 
like the idea that what we do on the show 
makes people happy and makes people 
laugh,” she said during an interview at the 
Toronto International Film Festival in early 
September. 

‘At the same time. I’m very touched by dra- 
matic movies and performances, and I would

love the opportunity to do something dark 
and romantic and dramatic,” Wiig said. 

Chances are she’ll get the chance. Just five 
years ago, Wiig, 35, who was born and raised 
in Rochester, N.Y., was a relatively unknown 
performer with the Groundlings improv 
group in L.A. But since joining “SNL,” she’s 
been gaining traction in movies. 

This past summer, she did indeed shoot a 
drama, ‘All Good Things,” with Ryan Gosling 
and Kirsten Dunst. She also has the Ryan 
Reynolds comedy ‘Adventureland” coming 
as well the Mike Judge comedy “Extract.” 

And she just completed “Whip It!” along- 
side Drew Barrymore and Ellen Page, playing 
a veteran roller derby queen. 

So what happens if Wiig’s movie career 
skyrockets, and she becomes one of those 
famous people who get parodied on “SNL’? 
She’s not worried. 

“I don’t think they’ve ever done that,” she 
said. “I think it’s sort of like you were on the 
show and you’re safe.”
